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St.  Joseph's  College,  founded  in  1916, 
held  its  first  classes  in  a  brownstone  house 
at  286  Washington  Avenue,  Brooklyn, 
New  York.  The  main  Building  on  Clinton 
Avenue  was  dedicated  in  1930.  The  Col- 
lege was  accredited  in  1928  by  the  Middle 
States  Association  of  Colleges  and  Sec- 
ondary Schools  and  received  its  perma- 
nent charter  from  the  Board  of  Regents  of 
the  State  of  New  York  in  1929.  The  Col- 
lege continued  to  expand  with  the  opening 
of  McEntegart  Hall,  a  multi-functional 
building  housing  the  library  and  class- 
rooms in  1965  and  the  Dillon  Child  Study 
Center  in  1 970.  In  1 970,  a  Charter  amend- 
ment enabled  the  College  to  admit  the  first 
men  students  to  full  matriculation.  The 
Division  of  General  Studies  was  estab- 
lished in  1974  for  students  with  non-tradi- 
tional academic  backgrounds. 

The  Suffolk  Campus  opened  in  Septem- 
ber, 1972,  with  an  Upper  Division  bacca- 
laureate program.  This  Suffolk  County 
operation  was  recognized  by  the  Regents 
as  a  Branch  Campus  of  St.  Joseph's  Col- 
lege in  1976,  and  a  full  four  year  program 
was  initiated  in  September  1978.  The  Suf- 
folk Campus  moved  to  its  Patchogue  facil- 
ities in  August,  1979.
